A writer In Die Staati Zeitotog cor- 


rects a very common supposition in »• 
card to the heating capacity of •wood, 
tbVmost notable fact in the case being 
that such a practical and easily demon- 
strable error should so long have pre- 
vailed—namely, that the beating ca- 
pacity of hard wood is greater than that 
of soft wood. The tact, as ascertained 
by repeated determinations, is that the 
greatest heating power is possessed by 
one of the softest varieties of such ma- 
terial—viz. the linden. Taking its heat- 
ing capacity for the unit, the second 
best heater is also n soft wood—to with 
99 heating power; next follow the 
elm and the pine, with .98; willow, 
chestnut and larch, with .97; maple 
and .»vuce fir, with .96; block poplar, 
with ".95; alder and white birch, with 
94 only.
